Elimination of all international dif­ 
ficulties in the adm inistration of the 
tariff law was predicted as a result 
of adopting the proposed method of 
levying ad valorem duties. All neces- 
ary investigations, the report said, 
would 
be made 
within 
the United 
States, 
thus 
avoiding 
inquiries 
in 
other countries w>th their difficul­ 
ties and occasional international dis­ 
agreements, 
Going on to agricultural commodi­ 
ties, the report said changes in this 
schedule, a* compared with the House 
bill, were the 
result of additional 
evidence 
adduced 
at sub-committee 
hearings, and consist principally of 
“adjustments.” Substantially, 
the re­ 
port added, the committee had agreed 
to “the considerable increases in rates 
on agricultural products provided by 
the House bill,'' entailing an esti­ 
mated 
increase 
of 
$23,000,000 
in 
revenue from this schedule and rain* 
ing the percentage of protection from 
23 under the present law to 34 under 
the proposed legislation. 
Explaining its rejection of the pica 
of farm organizations for a duty of 
45 p« r cent on all vegetable oils, the 
committee m ajority said it considered 
eocoanat oil, constituting 4 7 per cent 
of imports under this heading, the
